East Liverpool reeled today mitier a 12-inch snow as one 
of the worst December storms since 1!J17 paralyzed the dis­ 
trict forcing the closing of schools, disrupting traffic iii gen­ 
eral and curtailing industry almost by half. 
Most of Ohio started digging out of the blizzard— the first 
general snowfall of the season— and counted seven deaths in- 
direetly attributable to the storm. 
Most were traffic mishaps. 
The storm "sneaked up” on the district, starting with snow flur­ 
ries Monday about noon. By 4 p. rn. yesterday nearly 6 Inches had 
fallen and before 6 p. rn. traffic began grinding to a stop on the 
slippery and banked roads and streets. 
Hundreds of persons were stranded for hours last night, and school 
children In the outlying districts were two and three hours late get­ 
ting home when the bus transport system began bogging down us the 
snow deepened. 
There were numerous traffic accidents, but no fatalities in this 
district. 
Most area plants today had only part crews as workers found 
them selves unable to get to the job. 
Gars were stalled and bused 
had to "double chain" to navigate the hillside roads. 
Outlying communities were Isolated by drifted highways although 
the Columbiana county division of the state highway district had 
plows going through m ost of the night in an attem pt to keep roadg 
open.
